Presbytery  of  Newark. 

The  Presbytery  of  Newark  met.  in  reg 
ular  Fall  meeting  in  the  Sunday-school 
rooms  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Bloomfield,  at  10  o’clock  on  Wednesday 
morning,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the 
retiring  Moderator,  Rev.  S.  W.  Duffield, 
and  opened  with'  prayer.  The  roll  was 
then  called  by  Rev.  W.  T.  Findley,  D.D., 
of  Newark,  the  Stated  Clerk,  after  which 
Rev.  C.  T  Haley,  of  Roseville,  was 
chosen  Moderator  by  acclamation,  and 
Rev.  Messrs.  Wolff  and  Henderson  were 
re-elected  as  assistant  clerks.  The  min¬ 
utes  of  previous  meetings  were  read  and 
approved,  and  the  list  of  absentees  called 
for  reasons  for  failure  to  attend  past 
meetings. 

The  Committee  on  Arrangements  (Rev. 
H.  W.  Ballantine,  Chairman)  reported 
the  hours  of  meeting  and  adjournment, 
day  and  evening,  and  that  the  retiring 
Moderator’s  Sermon  be  preached  at  7:3u 
on  Wednesday  evening.  The  Presbytery 
also  accepted  an  invitation  from  Rev. 
Chas  E.  Knox,  D.D.,  the  President,  to 
attend  the  exercises  of  the  German  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  at  5  o'clock. 

The  credentials  of  Mr.  Immanuel  Casa- 
n-'-wicz,  an  instructor  in  the  Seminary, 
were  presented  by  Dr.  Seibert.  They  are 
from  the  Reformed  Church  in  Basle, 
Switzerland.  Mr.  C.  is  of  Jewish 
extraction,  and  a  gentleman  of  high 
culture  and  ability.  The  committee 
appointed  on  the  iqatter  consisted  of  Dr. 
Seibert,  Dr.  Craven,  and  Dr.  Wilson, 
whose  report  was  not  presented  at  this 
session  of  Presbytery,  being  deferred  un¬ 
til  the  meeting  at  the  Synod  of  New 
Jersey. 

Rev.  T  Willistone,  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Columbia,  and  Rev.  W  Morison,  of  Lodi- 
ana,  India,  were  invited  to  sit  as  corres¬ 
ponding  members. 

The  matter  of  celebrating  the  Four 
Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Birth  of 
Martin  Luther  was  referred  to  a  commit 
tee  consisting  of  Rev.  S.  W.  Duffield,  Rev. 
C.  T.  Haley,  Rev.  Dr.  Seibert,  Rev  Dr. 
Wilson,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wolff.  The  report 
when  adopted  was  to  the  following  ef-

A  ewCburch  Organ. 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  are 
just  putting  in  place  one  of  the  finest  or¬ 
gans  hereabouts,  that  it  may  supersede 
their  old  instrument  which  for  the  pres¬ 
ent  still  faces  it  lugubriously  at  the 
other  end  of  the  audience  room.  The 
Erben  organs  are  too  well  known  to  re¬ 
quire  any  particular  praise  from  us.  In 
sweetness  and  power  they  have  long  been 
among  the  best  that  are  made.  The 
present  instrument  has  twenty-eight 
stops,  four'- couplers,  and  eleven  mechan- 
iccessories.  There  are  916  pipes  in 
the  great  organ*  754  in  the  small,  and  81 
in  the’  pedals.  making  a  total  of  1,751 — 
which  is  a  sufficient  variety  for  the  ut¬ 
most  range  of  requirements.  It  has  two 
manuals  with  a  compass  of  CC  to  A3, 
and  the  pedals  cover  from  CCC  to  D. 

We  observe  with  satisfaction  that  there 
is  a  fine  selection  of  stops  for  soft  and  del¬ 
icate  music,  as  w-ell  as  for  thP  more  ro¬ 
bust  and  expanded  tones.  It  particularly 
pleases  us  that  there  is  a  Bourdon  in  the 
swell  and  the  pedals,  and  that  there  is 
also  in  the  pedals  a  violoncello  bass. 

The  Organ  Concert,  which  will  be  given 
when  the  instrument  is  introduced  to  its 
new  friends,  will  take  place  on  the  even¬ 
ing  of  Oct,  17,  at  8  o’clock.  S.  N.  Pen- 
field,  Mus  Doc.  (organist  of  St.  Mark’s 
Church,  New  York  city),  will  preside  At 
the  keys.  He  will  be  assisted  by  Miss  Anna 
Trischet,  soprano,  and  Mrs.  L.  Chap¬ 
man,  contralto.  Tickets  will  be  for  sale 
next  Monday  morning  at  7  o'clock  at  both 
Marsh's  and  SchefTs  drug  stores.  The  ad¬ 
mission  (including  reserved  seat)  is  50c 
In  the  regular  church  services  Mr.  T.  H. 
Ward  is  to  be  the  organist  and  Mr.  H. 
Biddulph  the  chorister,  as  heretofore. 
From  the  commanding  position  of  the 
new  organ  behind  the  pulpit,  it  can  safely 
be  anticipated  that  the  concert  will  be 
more  than  usually  enjoyable.

In  reply  to  the  above:  The  law  makes 
it  the  duty  of  the  Town  Committee  to  go 
over,  revise,  and  appro**)  the  assessment* 
each  year  before  the  duplicate  of  taxes 
is  handed  to  the  collector,  and  they  have 
generally  pronounced  the  assessments  to 
be  as  uniform  as  possible. 

“Jesse"  in  his  articie  refers  to  the  prop¬ 
erty  which  he  recently  purchased  on  tne 
west  side  of  Rklgewooa  Ave  .  next  south 
of  Darwin's,  for  which  he  paid  $8  0>H), 
which  I  assessed  at  $4.0<J0,  from  which  he 
appealed,  and  it  was  finally  reduced  to 
$3,800  by  the  Commissioners.  As  to  my 
own  property  on  Hillside  Ave.,  which  is 
assessed  at  f 2. 700,  it  co«t,  at  the  time  I 
bought  and  built,  $5,  00,  which  is  assessed 
at  about  55  per  cent  of  what  it  cost.  At 
the  time  I  built,  five  years  ago,  two  other 
houses  were  erected  in  the  same  neigh¬ 
borhood.  which  I  considered,  with  the  lots, 
about  the  same  value  ns  my  own.  I  as¬ 
sessed  them  at  the  same  value  as  my  own, 
and  they  have  remained  at  the  same  as¬ 
sessment  since,  except  where  a  barn  has 
been  built  on  one  of  the: premises. 

I  could  cite  many  similar  cases.  I 
would  say  further  in  regard  to  my  prop¬ 
erty,  within  a  few  months  “  Jesse  ”  sent  a 
person  to  me  to  know  what  I  would  take 
for  it.  I  replied  it  was  not  for  sale  Fi¬ 
nally  I  said  if  he  would  giye  $8,000  he 
might  have  it,  supposing  the  price  asked 
would  be  so  laj-ge  he  would  not  take  it, 
which  proved  to  be  the  fact.  The  prop 
erty  owned  by  “Jesse"  contains  about  1% 
acres,  mine  less  than  one-half  an  acre. 

One  word  in  regard  to  the  valuation  of 
property.  The  assessor  is  or  should  be 
governed  to  a  great  extent  by  what  the 
property  has  brought  at  a  fair  sale.  If 
property  should  be  assessed  at  the  price 
asked  for  it,  it  would  make  the  assess¬ 
ments  very  unequal  anjl  unjust. 

My  only  reason  for  replying  to  the  ar¬ 
ticle  is  that  it  is  so  personal  that  some 
explanation  seemed  to  be  needed.  My 
books  are  open  to  the  public  for  examina¬ 
tion  or  comparison. 

I  may  possibly  have  made  a  few  mis¬ 
takes  in  the  valuation  of  property,  but  I 
think  I  can  truly  say  I  have  endeavored 
to  discharge  my  duties  as  assessor  faith¬ 
fully  and  impartially.  .

Unequal  Taxation. 

To  The  Bloomfield  Citizen:  I 
Permit  me  to  add  a  hearty  amen  to  the 
statement  made  by  your  correspondent 
“Jesse”  in  last  week’*  paper,  on  “Un: 
equal  Taxation."  In  what  way  the  as¬ 
sessor  arrives  at  the  valuation  of  real  es¬ 
tate  is  a  problem  I  have  been  unable  to 
fathom,  he  cannot  applv  the  same  rule 
to  all ;  if  he  did,  the  result  v^ould  be  very 
different,  as  the  examples  cited  by  “Jes¬ 
se  ”  are  only  a  few  instances  of  the  many 
cases  of  “Unequal  Taxation.”  Perhaps 
the  assessor  may  be  willing  to  enlighten 
the  tax  payers  on  what  basis  he  com¬ 
putes  the  Valuation  of  real  estate ;  it 
would  be  valuable  information  to  some, 
if  not  all,  of  this  class  pf  citizens.  I  be¬ 
lieve  if  all  of  the  property  in  the  town¬ 
ship  were  assessed  by  one  standard,  the 
rate  of  taxation  would  be  reduced  quite  a 
percentage.

Notea  on  flora*  Shoeing. 

To  The  Bloomfield  Citizen : 

In  preparing  the  foot  for  the  shoe,  it  is 
necessary  to  be  well  informed  as  to  its 
natural  form,  in  order  to  determine  to 
what  extent  it  has  been  altered  or  des¬ 
troyed  by  faulty  shoeing.  For  example, 
take  a  horse  that  has  a  iound,  wel0prmed 
foot;  let  it  be  improperly  pared  anfl  bad 
shoes  applied,  in  all  probability  lameness 
will  not  be  tne  immediate  consequence; 
by  a  repetition,  however,  of  this  practice, 
the  original  shape  of  the  foot  is  gradually 
altered,  and  eventually  it  will  be  so  far 
deformed  as  to  produce,  perhaps,  incur¬ 
able  lameness;  therefore  we  ought  not  to 
be  satisfied  with  a  plan  of  shoeing  merely 
because  a  horse  is  not  immediately  made 
lame  by  it,  but  should  examine  also  the 
effect  produced  upon  the  shape  and 
structure  of  the  foot;  and  this  rule  may 
be  invariably  depended  on— that  any 
mode  of  shoeing  and  treating  the  foot 
which  has  a  tendency  to  alter  the  form 
given  it  by  nature  is  highly  absurd  and 
destructive,  while  that  practice  which 
tends  to  preserve  its  original  form  is 
founded  upon  sound  and  rational  princi¬ 
ples-  C.  L.  Ward.
